almost equal, as is indicated by the 
fact that its exports and imports of 
dairy products nearly balance. For 
several years we have been export- 
ing large 'quantities of condensed 
milk, chiefly 
to 
the 
warstricken 


areas and we have always imported 
considerable foreign cheese; so' a 
more 'Careful distribution 
of 
our 


productions would not eliminate our 
foreign trade in dairy products even 
though our productions and consump 
tion actually attained 
a 
balance. ( 
The elimination of our foreign trade, 
in condensed milk would have no 
effect on our cheese importation; It 
would simply throw the balance of! 
trade from the export to the import' 
side of the sheet.

In estimating 
the

trade, the United 'States 
Depart-' 


ment of Agriculture reduces butter, 
cheese, and 
condensed "milk
